FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

This matter comes before the Deputy 4oning Commissioner as a
Petition for 8pecial Exception for that property known as 17027 Evna Road,
located in the vicinity of the Gunpowder Falls State Park in Parkton. The
Petition was filed by the owners of the subject property, Shelter Valley
Farm, LLC, by John Phelps, and the Contract Purchaser/Lessee, Karl A.
Terwilliger. The Petitioners seek approval to use the subject property as
a riding stable in accordance with the site plan submitted and accepted
inte evidence as Petitioner's Exhibit 1.

Appearing on behalf of the Petition were John Phelps, owner of
the property, and Karl A. Terwilliger and Connie J. Shrader, Mr. A. A,
Windersheim appeared as an interested party. There were no Protestants
present.

Testimony and evidence offered revealed that the subject property
consists of 48B.B acres, more or less, zoned R.C. 2 and is improved with a
dwelling and several outbuildings. The property is presently bheing used
as a rlding stable and has been used as such for the past ten (10) years.
Testimony indicated that Mr. Phelps acquired the property at a foreclosure
approximately three yvears ago and that Mr. Terwilliger and Ms. 8hrader have
a Jlease with option to buy the property. Mr. Terwilliger and Ms. Shrader

have requested the special exception to continue using the property as a



riding stable. They testified that their operation consists of providing
boarding facilities for privately owned horges, Testimony indicated that
the Petitioners do nobt intend to rent these horses to the general publicg,
and that their operation will be limited to providing boarding facilities
for no more than 40 adult horses. Further testimony indicated that there
will be no outdoor floodlights installed on the property which would allow
for night riding.

1t is clear that the B.C.Z.R. permits the use proposed in a R,.C.2
zone by special exception. Tt is egually clear that the proposed use
would not be detrimental to the primary uses in the vicinity. Therefore,
it must be determined if the conditions as delineated in Section 502.1 are
satisfied.

The Petitioner had the burden of adducing testimony and evidence
which would show that the proposed use met the prescribed standards and
requirements set forth in Section 502.1 of the B.C.Z.R. The Petitioner
has shown that the proposed use would be conducted without real detriment
to the neighborhood and would not adversely affect the public interest.
The facts and clrcumstances do not show that the proposed use at the par-
ticular location described by Petitioner's Exhibit 1 would have any ad-
verse impact above and beyond that inherently associated with such a spe-
cial exception wuse, Iirrespective of its location within the 2zone.

Schmltz v. Pritcts, 432 A.2d 1319 (1981}.

The proposed use will not be detrimental to the health, safety,
or general welfare of the locality, nor tend ta create congestion in
roads, streets, or alleys therein, nor be inconsistent with the purposes
of the property's zoning classification, nor in any other way be Inconsis-

tent with the spirit and intent of the B.C.Z.R,



After reviewing all of the testimony and evidence presented, it
appears that the speclal exception shculd be granted with certain restric-
tions as more fully described below.

Pursuant to the advertisement, posting of the property, and pub-
liec hearing on this Petition held, and for the reasons given above, the
relief requested in the special exception gshould be granted.

THEREFORE, I I8 ORDERED by the Deputy Zoning Commissioner for
Baltimore County this az.‘n‘- day of June, 1995 that the Petition for Spe-
